WASHINGTON (AP) - A discon­ 
solate P resident Nixon discussing 
options for “stonewalling” Watergate 
investigations was heard by the Water­ 
gate cover-up jury on tape today as 
John Dean was on the stand for the 
fourth day. 
“ It s a long road, isn’t it, for all of us, 
for all of us," Nixon said at one point. 
“ I mean, what the hell are you going to 
do?” 
The discussion occurred on March 21, 
1973 — on the afternoon of the day when 
Dean, the White House counsel, had 
laid out for the President the names of 
White 
House 
people 
who 
w ere 
vulnerable to indictment. 
They 
discussed 
setting 
up 
a 
presidential panel to gather evidence 
or sending White House people to the 
grand jury under a grant of immunity 
so they could not be charged. 
Two of the defendants in the trial, 
John 
E hrlichm an 
and 
H. 
R. 
Haldeman, participated in the af­ 
ternoon 
discussion. 
E hrlichm an 
pressed the President to have Dean put 
on a report that Nixon then could send 
to the Senate investigation then under 
way. 
Discussing that idea, Nixon says: “ I 
ask for a written rep o rt... which is very 
general, understand?” 
“Understand,” the President repeats 
and laughs, adding: “ I don’t want to 
get all that Goddamned specific. I’m 
thinking now in far more general terms 


“If you make it quite general in 
terms of ... your investigation indicates 
that this man did not do it ... this man 
did do that.” 
Ehrlichman suggests that if that idea 
is adopted, “to give some weight to 
that, could you attach as an appendix a 
list of the FBI reports to which you had 
access ... so that the President at some 
later time is in a position to say ‘I 
relied.’” 
Ford takes Truman-like stance 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Ford has been told by close associates 
that he sounds like a Harry S. Truman 
on the campaign trail. And if Ford 
hasn’t given Democrats much hell yet, 
he’s trying. 


Facing heavy odds in attempting to 
resist an erosion of Republican 
strength in Congress, Ford is using 
m ore strid en t, m ore Trum an-like 
rhetoric as the campaign progresses. 


Apparently by design, Ford became 
increasingly partisan last week as he 
jetted into seven states on behalf of 
Republican candidates. The change in 
approach produced a presidential 
decision Saturday to abandon prepared 


texts and, as he put it, “talk heart-to- 
heart, straight-to-straight.” 


Ford seemingly wanted 
to say, 
“straight from 
the shoulder,” but 
couldn’t remember the cliche soon 
enough — one of the perils of im­ 
promptu speechmaking. 
But without a text, Ford tends to 
toughen up his language as he makes 
his big pitch: Elect Republicans or a 
Democratic veto-proof Congress of big- 
spending budget-busters will produce a 
legislative dictatorship. 
Here’s a typical sample from a 
Saturday-night speech in Louisville, 
Ky. 
“Let me put it just as bluntly as I can. 
Weather watcher unprepared 
for county's early snowfall 


No one was more surprised by 
Saturday’s snowfall than Coyt A. 
Stookey, official Washington C.H. 
weather observer. Stookey had 
not 
yet 
even 
contem plated 
making the annual changeover to 
winter weather equipment. 


He said he doesn’t usually 
make the change until 
mid- 
November and wasn’t prepared 
to measure snowfall. 


Stookey does 
feel 
that his 
calculation of just under one- 
third of an inch of precipitation 
over the weekend is fairly ac­ 
curate, and said that it was the 


earliest date that he recalls for 
measurable amounts of snow. 


“ SURE W E’VE had little 
flurries this early in the year, but 
not enough to accumulate — not 
an inch and a half,” he said. 
The three consecutive days of 
frost came as quite a surprise to 
him. A few hours in the morning 
is not to uncommon, but 
the 
extended tim e of such cold 
tem peratures is very unusual, 
according to the local weather 
watcher. 
On the brighter side, Stookey 
said that area residents can 


rejoice that the snow came early. 
“If it had been colder, say zero 
degrees, that amount of water 
would have produced about three 
inches of snow,” he stated. 


He explained that the snow 
was wet and packed down, if it 
had been colder, the snow would 
have been “very puffy and would 
have been twice as deep.” 


The wet condition of the snow 
did make some roads rather 
slippery and the Ohio Depart­ 
ment of Transportation garage 
had three salt trucks in operation 
Saturday night. 


Glenn blasts Perk I i ©s

Democratic U.S. Senate candidate 
John Glenn has accused his Republican 
opponent, C leveland M ayor Ralph 
Perk, of telling the “most scurrilous, 
malicious kind of lies” in a desperate 
attem pt to bolster his campaign. 
Glenn, 
in 
an 
interview 
Sunday, 
challenged Perk to prove his charges or 
“apologize to the people of Ohio for 
misleading them. 
“That’s a challenge he can’t take up 
because he knows he can’t prove any of 
the things he’s putting out,” Glenn said. 
The former astronaut referred to a 
statem ent put out by Perk Saturday 
after w arrants were issued for a for­ 
m er Glenn campaign aide on bad check 
charges. 
Perk 
called 
the 
check ■ case 
a 
“scandal’’ and charged Glenn with a 
“ W atergate-type 
co v eru p .” 
He 
claimed some of the bogus checks were 
“ redeem ed with Glenn cam paign 
money in order to cover up these 
alleged criminal activities.” 


Glenn said Sunday the man named in 
the w arrants, Louis Quintero, got no 
money from the Glenn campaign and 
contributed no money to it. He said his 
staff advised people who thought they 
were bilked out of money to report it to 
the police. 


Perk claimed that Glenn learned of 
Quintero’s activities in September, but 
didn’t tell authorities. 


Stephen J. Kovacik, Glenn’s cam ­ 
paign manager, said Quintero volun­ 
teered 
his 
services 
in 
April, 
representing him self as a public 
relations consultant. 


He said Quintero opened offices in 
Spanish 
speaking 
sections 
of 
Youngstown, Cleveland and Toledo, but 
his activities apparently ceased in the 
middle of August. 
Kovacik said Quintero was told in a 
telegram from Glenn’s staff Sept. 25 
that he was “to have nothing more to do 
with the Glenn campaign.” 
Quintero reportedly is wanted in 


connection with the writing of bad 
checks totaling as much as $65,000, 
allegedly for repayment of loans he 
obtained in the name of the Democratic 
nominee. 


In other political developments, the 
Columbus Dispatch reported Sunday 
the latest results of its voting machine 
poll show incumbent Democratic Gov. 
John Gilligan and 
his 
Republican 
challenger Jam es Rhodes locked in a 
dead heat going into the final two weeks 
of the campaign. 


Meanwhile, Rhodes said in campaign 
stops Sunday that thousands of Ohio 
school children must walk to school this 
winter rather than ride buses because 
of the ad m in istratio n ’s “ adam ant 
refusal to adequately 
fund 
Ohio’s 
schools." 


Rhodes also said a large number of 
school districts are operating on split 
session and at least seven districts are 
preparing to close for the same reason. 


Ehrlichman said then that if there 
were further disclosures, Nixon would 
be in a stronger position to say that he 
justifiably relied on Dean’s report. 
A few days later, Dean went to the 
presidential retreat at Camp David, 
Md., but failed to write a report.

Instead, he later hired an attorney 
and began telling the Watergate story 
to federal prosecutors. 
Nixon then appointed Ehrlichman to 
write the report.

Former resident 
believed drowned 


If you get a veto-proof Congress, boy, 
tighten your seatbelts. You are going 
right through the roof of the United 
States Capitol as far as the federal 
treasury is concerned ... The keys to 
the treasury will be thrown away and 
the money will pour out unbelievably.” 
The results of Ford’s campaigning to 
date have been mixed, although he told 
reporters Saturday, “ I’ve really been 
encouraged ... I loved those crowds.” 
The President’s 
audiences, 
even 
when sizeable, often have seemed more 
curious 
than 
enthusiastic. 
And 
sometimes they’ve been small. For ex­ 
ample: 


—No more than 4,000 turned out 
Saturday in a Louisville hall that seats 
18,000, despite a telephone blitz and 
local radio advertising. 
—Airport rallies at Lincoln, Neb., 
and Greensboro, N.C., drew barely 
2,000 each and a fund-raising box 
luncheon at Greenville, S.C., attracted 
but 300, who sat surrounded by tiers of 
empty seats. 


To balance off such disappointments. 
Ford can point to much bigger, noisier 
receptions in Sioux Falls, S.D., In­ 
dianapolis and Anderson, S.C. 


Voter apathy in W atergate’s wake 
may be the reason why Ford has yet to 
attract crowds as 
large 
and 
en­ 
thusiastic as those that customarily 
welcomed other presidents in recent 
decades. 


Ford never professes to believe his 
efforts could do more than help cut 
Republican losses in the November 
balloting. But he has told reporters his 
personal involvement in the campaign 
is important, even if it presents risks 
for his presidential prestige. 


“ If I don’t do anything and we lose,” 
he asserted, “ Republicans in the House 
would say, ‘he didn’t even try.’ 


“At least I tried, and if the results are 
better than the polls say ...” 
He did not finish the sentence.

Since the m atter is still under in­ 
vestigation, deputies were unable to 
release any details of the information 
they had. They said only that they had 
been contacted by a man who said 
Detty had fallen from the boat into the 
lake. 


DETTY WAS born Aug. 2, 1927 in 
Chillicothe to the Rev. and Mrs. C H. 
Detty, 426 Sixth St. The family moved 
to Washington C.H. a short time later, 
and Paul attended elementary school 
and high school here. 


He served in the U.S. Navy during 
World War II and accom panied 
Admiral Richard E. Byrd on the U.S.S. 
Bronson for the first voyage to the 
South Pole in 1946. 


He received a medical discharge 
from the Navy and took up residence in 
New Jersey and Pennsylvania before 
returning to Washington C.H. some five 
years ago. 


While in residing here, he was a

Daylight Time ends Sunday 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Ten straight 
months of Daylight Saving Time will 
end Sunday when the nation goes on 
standard time for the four winter 
months. 
The nation will set back its clocks one 
hour at 2 a m. Sunday, the result of 
congressional action that ended the 
nation’s experiment with year-round 
daylight time. 
Under the new legislation, the nation 
will stay on standard time until 2 a.m. 
Sunday, Feb. 23, 1975. 
The year-round daylight time ex­ 
periment was designed to save fuel 
during the country’s energy shortage. 
The Senate 
Commerce Committee 
reported the experiment resulted in 
about 100.000 barrels of oil per day 


being saved during the first four 
months of 1974. 


However, that committee said such 
savings “must be balanced against a 
majority of the public’s distaste for the 
observance of Daylight Saving Time” 
"luring the winter. 
The Department of Transportation 
agreed that some fuel was saved during 
the winter months but said longer 
daylight hours may have increased 
gasoline consumption in March and 
April by up to one per cent. 
The change will not affect eastern 
Indiana, Hawaii, Puerto Rico, 
the 
Virgin Islands and American Samoa, 
all of which remained on standard time 
during the experiment. 


Special prosecutor's office 
quietly winding up affairs 


WASHINGTON (AP) - With at­ 
tention focused on the Watergate cover­ 
up trial, the special prosecutor’s office 
is quietly winding up its business and 
preparing to close its doors next spring. 
Additional charges probably will be 
brought, particularly for violations of 
campaign contribution laws, and there 
will be a final report, but the cover-up 
trial clearly represents the climax of 
the work of the unique office created to 
deal with the Watergate scandal. 
Special prosecutor Leon Jaworski 
has submitted his resignation, effective 
Friday. In his letter to Atty. Gen. 
William B Saxbe. Jaworski said he felt 
the major work of his office had been 
completed. 
In addition, sources within his office 
have indicated that most of the in­ 
vestigations under way are close to 
completion. 
There had been some discussion 
within the prosecutor’s office months 
ago about winding up everything but 
the campaign contribution law investi­ 
gations. 
The award of ambassadorships in 
return for large contributions, the 
possibility that Nixon fund raisers had 
used tactics that would be regarded as 
extortion, and still other corporate 
contributions were considered areas 
that might require another year of 
investigation. 
But for reasons still not clear, the 


probes are being wound up much mor 
quickly. 
Since Archibald Cox built the staff i 
May 1973, the special prosecutors hav 
brought charges against 44 individual 
and 15 corporations. 
The individuals include former Att) 
Gen. John N. Mitchell and forme 
White House aides H R Haldeman an 
John D. Ehrlichman, men who wielde 
unequalled and unquestioned powe 
during the first Nixon administratior 
All three are defendants in the cover-u 
case. 
Ehrlichman already has been cor 
victed of violating the civil rights c 
Daniel E llsb erg ’s psychiatrist, 
charge stemming from his supervisio 
of the so-called White House plumber 
unit. 
Jaworski is leaving the prosecutor’ 
office with his reputation enhanced. 
Whether it remains unblemished wil 
depend in part on the outcome of th 
cover-up trial and the final report hi 
office is obligated to submit to th 
American people. 
Jaworski already has said he coul 
not include all his office learned aboil 
Nixon’s W atergate role now tha 
President Ford has barred bringin 
charges against the former Presider 
But he left one possibility open: h 
invited Congress to expand his mar 
date, to require that the final repoi 
include the full starv of Watergate

President defends 
Rocky nom ination 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Ford is standing by his nomination of 
Nelson A. Rockefeller, declaring, “ I ’m 
still convinced he would make a good 
vice president.’’ 
Ford, fielding questions from five 
newsmen aboard Air Force One late 
Saturday, was asked whether any 
conservative Republicans had urged 
him to withdraw the increasingly con­ 
troversial nomination. 
"I wouldn’t say anybody seriously,” 
the President responded, implying that 
such advice had been received. 
Standing in shirtsleeves in the aisle of 
the plane as it brought him home from 
a cam paign trip to Louisville, Ky., 
Ford held what amounted to an in­ 
formal news conference. 
Ford said he expected Rockefeller’s 
nomination to be confirmed before the 
P resident’s planned trip to Japan next 
month. This would seem to be out of the 
question since Ford tentatively plans to 
leave the country Nov. 17 and Congress 
does not return from its election recess 
until the following day. 
M eanw hile, 
R ockefeller 
was 
described 
by a 
prominent 
Senate 
Dem ocrat as “a man who has great 
experience, trem endous ability.” 
The com m ent cam e from Senate 
D em ocratic Leader Robert C. Byrd of 
West Virginia, who said in an interview 
Sunday on the CBS program “ Face the 
Nation” that he still planned to vote for 
R ockefeller’s confirmation despite the 
recent financial disclosures. 
Byrd said, however, that he was gladi 


that the Senate would not be voting 
im m ed iately 
on

because “ there are m any questions 
that rem ain to be answ ered.” He said 
the Rockefeller gifts and loans raise a 
m ore serious question than the back 
taxes. 
In New York Sunday, Rockefeller 
said through spokesman Hugh Morrow 
that he gave Henry A. Kissinger $50,000 
to enable Kissinger to join the Nixon 
adm inistration as head of the National 
Security Council. 
And, Rockefeller was quoted in an 
interview in Time m agazine as saying 
that Kissinger was concerned about 
earning less in Washington than he had 
been,

divorced and had responsibilities to his 
children and to his form er wife. 
“ I urged him to take the job. He 
didn’t want it. Okay, so I helped him 
out. 
“ He put the money in trust for his 
children.

described the gifts he gave to form er 
associates and friends as “a great 
Am erican tradition.”

B onneville Pow er A dm inistration 
officials, area police and the FBI 
reviewed 
em ergency plans Sunday 
after the power adm inistration refused 
to pay a $1 million ransom demanded in 
an extortion letter. 
Officials from area 
m ilitary 
in­ 
stallations and the Oregon National 
Guard were briefed on the situation. 
P o rtlan d General Electric Co. and 
Pacific Power and Light, m ajor city- 
based utilities, fired up reserve com ­ 
bustion-powered and steam plants to 
provide extra elctricity if needed. 
City officials asked for approval to 
order overtim e shifts for workers 
already converting a civil defense 
shelter into a communications center 
for em ergency services. 
“What we probably face is an outage 
where the entire area might be totally 
without power for a few hours up to a 
day or two,” said power adm inistrator 
Don Hodel. 
Since Sept. 26, ll transm ission towers 
have been dynam ited in the Portland 
area, eight of them within the past 
week. Three of the towers were top­ 
pled, with d am ag e e stim ated at 
$250,000, and unexploded devices were 
found attached to several other towers.

U.S. m ay provide grain 
to India under program 


WASHINGTON (AP) - While cut­ 
ting back grain sales to Russia, the 
United States soon m ay provide grain 
to India under a new Food for Peace 
agreem ent. 
Andrew J. M air, coordinator of Food 
for Peace in the State D epartm ent, said 
he is certain a grain agreem ent with 
India is coming up, but doesn’t know 
how much the U.S. will supply. The 
agreem ent may be worked out during 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger’s 
visit to India later this month. 
Calling the subject “a very sensitive 
thing with Chem,” a top Agriculture 
D epartm ent official added: 
“ We’re 
reluctant to say that they have asked 
for aid because they are reluctant to 
say so.” 
India could buy grain and other 
com m odities and have as long as 40 
years to pay, with no paym ents for the 
first IO years, under a Food for Peace 
agreem ent. 


The Soviet Union tried to buy 3.2 
million tons of U.S. grain recently, but 
the shipm ent was halted by President 
Ford Oct. 5 because of sm aller U.S. 
harvests blam ed on spring 
floods, 
sum m er droughts and autum n freezes. 


But Treasury Secretary William E. 
Simon announced Saturday that the 
Soviets will be allowed to acquire one 
million tons of corn and 1.2 million tons 
of wheat. They agreed to m ake no 
further purchases in the U.S. m arket 
this crop year, which ends next sum ­ 
m er. 


The Soviet Union has been a m ajor 
foreign supplier of wheat to India the 
past year, providing m ore than 1.8 


million m etric tons of wheat, acc 
to USDA figures. 
India’s wheat production is 
with the crop last spring estirm 
22.5 million tons com pared wii 
million in 1973. 
At the sam e time, the U.S. 
reserve m ay be only 218 million t 
by next sum m er, the lowest sine 
India has not received Fo< 
Peace aid since before its wa 
Pakistan alm ost three years ago 
1.5 million m etric tons of wheat 
$98.7 million under the last agre 
which expired June 30, 1971. 
India imported about 3.6 i 
m etric tons of wheat during the 
fiscal year, including 1.5 millioi 
the United States.

2nd BIG WEEK 


NEW YORK (AP) — The Public 
Broadcasting Service tonight is airing 
“ Drink, Drank, Drunk,” a one-hour 
look at the lush life. It’s must-see 
viewing for anyone concerned about 
the major disease called alcoholism. 


Produced by WQED in Pittsburgh 
and hosted by Carol Burnett, its main 
emphasis is on helping families and 
employers of problem drinkers spot the 
symptoms of alcoholics and suggesting 
how to best cope with alcoholics. 


But the heavy boozer might also do 
well to watch it, if only for a very funny, 
yet razorsharp sketch about an 
alcoholic and his nondrinking, nagging 
wife. It was written by the husband- 
and-wife team of Joe Bologna and 
Renee Taylor. 
They’re contestants in a game show, 
“ You Waste Your Life,” in which the 
ceaselessly cheery m.c. (Ron Carey) 
notes the game is played for high 
stakes: “ You can lose your wife, your 
family, your house, your self-respect 
and your drapes.” 


Contestant Bologna, beary-eyed and 
in a bathrobe, tells about himself this 
way: “ Well, when I started drinking, I 
was a Supreme Court Justice. Then I 


landed a fascinating job cleaning rugs, 
and now I ’m semi-retired and living off 
my mother’s savings.” 
Points in the game are scored by the 
back-and-forth psychological tactics 
common in situations of this kind: Lies 
by the drunk, nagging by the wife, 
remorse, hate, forgiveness, rage and so 
on. 


At one point she threatens to leave if 
he touches the gargle again, adding, 
“ I ’m taking all the furniture and your 
Mantovani records and I ’m turning the 
children against you....” 


Ifs highly effective, as is a serious, 
albeit occasionally propagandizing 
minidrama in which Larry Blyden 
plays the frustrated, uncomprehending 
husband of a drunk, she portrayed by 
Ellen Madison. 


Over all, the program, its production 
and promotion financed by a grant 
from the 3M Company, is an hour well 
spent. 


You might ask why Carol Burnett 
agreed to host the show. She answers 
the question in unflinching terms in the 
opening segment: “ My parents died 
when they were 46 years old because 
they were drunks.”

A n o t h e r V i e w 


One gets a most fantastic perspective 
on America from almost any capital in 
Western Europe. Depending, as one 
must for news, on the Paris Herald 
Tribune, which is the international 
extension of the New York Times and 
the Washington Post, the picture that 
one receives from across the Atlantic is 
of a nation that is bewitched by wat­ 
ching a band of hungry press dogs 
ringed around the White House, waiting 
for bones 
If a bone comes out with some liberal 
meat or even gristle attached to it, all is 
well for the moment But if there is any 
deviation in expectations, the dogs yap 
together on signal that the skies are

It would not matter much if it were 
not for the fact that the editorial page of 
the Paris Herald-Tribune is almost 100 
per cent dominated by what does or 
does not happen in the White House Ov­ 
al Room in relation to a handful of 
columnists and reporters who enter­ 
tain a most marked similarity of 
philosophy.

The Ford pardon of Nixon dominated 
the commentary during the three 
weeks I was abroad This was certainly 
a bone without liberal meat. True 
enough, there was a logical ambiguity 
to a pardon that covered unspecified 
sins that may or may not have been 
committed. But really, will the world 
come to an end if the Nixon haters are 
to be denied a show trial? 
The man is out of the Whie House, he 
has confessed to taking part in a cover-

talks get derailed and the Arabs 
reinstitute the oil boycott. But even if 
peace is maintained, the money 
troubles that beset both Europe and 
America threaten to spin off into a 
hyper-inflation that will have men 
shooting each other in the streets. 
I was dumbfounded to hear English­ 
men, at the Mont Pelerin economic 
conference in Brussels, predicting that 
private armies may very well be 
created by military veterans to carry 
on essential social services if Britain is 
beset this coming winter with a rash of 
strikes. Since the British unions would 
consider the interference of any private 
groups to be strike-breaking, the act of 
trying to carry on an essential service 
would be the signal for civil war. Such 
conflict hasn’t been seen in England 
since the 17th Century. In Ulster, yes, 
but in England, no. 
The predictions of trouble don’t come 
from professional hotheads. Alan 
Walters, the Cassel Professor of 
Economics at London University, a 
most sober man, says the chances of 
hyper inflation in Britain are now 
about 50-50. He sees ineffectual 
“ Canute-like posturing’’ by the most 
prestigious British economists, not to 
mention the British Treasury itself. We 
all know what happened to the middle 
classes in pre-Hitler Germany, he says, 
and while he still hopes it won’t happen 
in England, he concludes that the time 
has come to think about the un­ 
thinkable. 
Walters is no isolated Cassandra. 
Even the promise of North Sea oil 
shrinks in one’s estimation when one 
hears something about the cost of 
bringing the new wells in. If the Arab 
oil cartel now has the power to keep the 
West in the vise of high prices, what 
would stop it from underselling what 
the North Sea will bring to Europe? 
There’s trouble ahead for the West as 
far down the line as one can see. And 
who, among us, is reconciled to giving 
up a single thing?

Ohio Perspective 
Cuyahoga race 
hot and heavy 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (A P)— One of 
the most hotly contested races in Ohio 
this year is in the southern and western 
third of Cuyahoga County, the 23rd Dis­ 
trict where voters will elect a new 
congressman for the first time in 20 
years. 
Seven candidates seek to succeed 
Republican William E. Minshall of 
Lakewood, who is retiring. 
The campaign lines up as a three- 
way battle. The principals are state 
Sen. Ronald M. Mottl, D-24 Parma; 
state Rep. George E. Mastics, R-3 
Cleveland, and Dennis Kucinich, 
Cleveland councilman who is running 
as an independent on the premise that 
one cannot avoid Watergate-type 
politics in either major party. 
The contest also includes two at­ 
torneys and two businessmen alike only 
in their determination to be giant 
killers. 
The four are Arthur L. Cain of 
Strongsville, a patent attorney; Boh- 
dan A. Futey of Parma, director of 
Cleveland’s bicentennial preparations; 
Hugh J. Gallagher of Lakewood, a 
specialist in industrial promotions, and 
William H. Maloof, a commercial 
parking lot owner. 
Mottl, 40, perhaps best known as the 
state senator who sponsored the Ohio 
lottery bill, wades into the fray with the 
backing 
of 
the 
state’s 
largest 
newspaper, the 
Cleveland 
Plain 
Dealer. A 16-year veteran of politics, 
Mottl has been a senator since 1969, a 


state representative and a Parma 
councilman. 
The 1974 23rd District campaign 
centers on tactics to tilt successfully 
against 
the 
twin 
windmills 
of 
corruption in government and inflation. 
Mottl would control prices, wages 
and profits and raise the personal 
federal income tax exemption from 
$750 to $1,000. He would use receipts 
from an excess oil profits tax to finance 
research into alternative energy 
sources. 
Mastics, a state representative since 
1967, is wont to appear on the doorsteps 
of 100 potential constituents on an In­ 
dian summer campaign Saturday with 
his blonde wife, Carole, and one of five 
children in tow. 
“ Balance the budget,’’ he responds to 
yet another 
inflation-weary subur­ 
banite. Mastics claims the U.S. debt at 
$500 billion is $90 billion more than the 
combined debt of the rest of the world. 


Foreign and giveaways have cost the 
nation $22 million a day for nearly 30 
years, he says. 


An act that bears Mastics’ name 
provides for drug rehabilitation cen­ 
ters, drug education in Ohio schools 
and harsh punishment for peddlers. 


Mastics describes another of his bills, 
one dealing with campus disorders, as 
one “ to allow students wanting an edu­ 
cation to get one without the disruptive 
activities 
of 
radicals 
and 
troublemakers.”

Dumford bocks action 
for mentally retarded 


M onday, October 21, 1974 
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State government should assume the 
cost of transporting trainable mentally 
retarded persons, Laurence A. (Bucky) 
Dumford, 
of

Democratic candidate for the Ohio 
House of Representatives from the 77th 
District, said today. 


“I am wholeheartedly in support of 
the action the Ohio legislature took 
recently when it appropriated $2.1 
million to reimburse local 
mental 
retardation boards for transporting the 
trainable mentally retarded. This $2.1 
million appropriation is the first time 
the legislature has made such a subsidy 
available to local boards,” he said. 


Diynford further noted that

Brown discusses drug legislation here

D em ocratic 
headquarters at the Washington Inn 
about 10:30 a m. for a quick cup of 
coffee

drug legislation drafted through his 
office. 
Brown said he has scheduled a 
debate with opponent George C. Smith 
Wednesday at the Cuyahoga County 
Bar Association and will stress his past 
political record in consumerism, anti­ 
trust, charitable foundations and en­ 
vironment as key issues during the 
debate. 
Brown, who spoke with a noticeable 
touch of the flu to approximately 15 
persons at the morning brunch, said his 
office 
was 
‘‘gearing 
up 
the 
in­ 
vestigation to be done by the Cuyahoga 
County grand ju ry” in reference to 
Sm ith ’s 
and 
the 
U.S. 
G eneral

contentions 
that 
there were possible fund-raising 
violations by the Democratic party in 
Ohio in 1972. 


“W e’re not like the other side; we’ll 
take care of our own,” Brown said. 
Brown spent most of the hour in a 
question and answer session with local 
Democratic club president 
Richard 
Kimmet, Laurence (Bucky) Dumford, 
candidate for 77th district House of 
Representatives, and Washington C.H. 
City Manager Dan Wolford. 
The 
men 
discussed 
the 
drug 
legislation, 
which 
was 
drafted 
by 
Brown’s office in June, 1973, and in­ 
troduced to the January session of the 
legislation. 
The bill, which Brown claims could 
“reduce the drug problem 25 per cent 
within the first six months,” has beeen 
held up in the Senate Rules Committee, 
awaiting a Nov. 12 meeting. 
The Ohio House of Representatives 
passed the bill 89-3 and according to 
Brown, “when you get the House of 
R epresentatives to vote 89-3, it’s 
daylight 
— 
and 
quite 
an 
a c­ 
complishment.” 
The proposed statute has been a 
major issue by Brown in his recent 
travels throughout the state. “The bill 
is not dead,” he said. “ If s a good, 
sound, comprehensive and very unique 
piece 
of 
drug 
legislation 
from 
education through rehabilitation.” 
The bill includes "sure, mandatory 


penalties with no probation, no parole 
and no shock probation,” according to 
Brown. 
In a broad outline of the total drug 
market. Brown said the penalty for 
heroin was seven years; lesser opiates, 
four years; amphetamines and bar­ 
biturates. two years; and marijuana, 
six months, with concentration on the 
pushers, or those who deal in the 
trafficking of drugs.

“definitive and strict style of penalty 
system which is a deviation of the way 
the drug problem has been handled 
since the early 1960s.”

Dick Bassett says he took a basket of 
surplus military electrical parts and a 
junk auto body and turned them into a 
little electric car that hums along at 40 
miles an hour for up to 50 miles. 
“ My wife and daughters drive it 
continuously,” he said. " It’s an awful 
lot cheaper than a gasoline-driven car. 
“ The idea of an electric car isn’t 
anything new, but putting one together 
and driving it around town sure is,” 
said Bassett, 48. an engineer at Sandia 
Laboratories. 
Bassett said the car costs a little over 
half-a-penny per mile to operate, based 
on the current price of electricity. He 
said he has about $1,000 invested in the 
car. Nearly threefourths of the cost is 
in the IO lead-acid storage batteries, 
five each in what had been the car’s 
engine and trunk spaces. 
“ It’s a weird feeling, sitting at a 
stoplight in the car. When the ac­ 
celerator isn’t depressed, there’s no 
sound. No power is consumed. You

always wonder if you’re really going to 
move when you hit the pedal,” Bassett 
said “ My wife has a problem with it 
while shopping. People in parking lots 
constantly walk in front of the car, 
because they can’t hear it coming. 
“ We also have trouble getting service 
at drive-in bank windows, because 
tellers depend on an intercom to alert 
them that a customer is coming. We 
usually wind up blowing the horn.” 
The idea of the car, he said, had been 
in the back of his mind a long time. 
" I really decided to do something 
about it when the energy crisis came. 
The car body had to be light and boxy, 
so I bought a 1963, four door foreign 
compact sedan. I began by stripping 
everything out of the car—motor, 


radiator heater, hoses, the works. 
“ It weighed about 1,595 pounds to 
begin with. I stripped about 300 pounds 
off of it,” Bassett said. 
He acquired a surplus aircraft 
generator from a California firm — a 28 
volt, 300-amp generator that weighed 
about 80 pounds and delivers about 36 
mechanical horsepower. 
Bassett discarded the car’s clutch 
assembly and bolted the generator 
directly to a fourspeed transmission he 
rebuilt. 
" I rigged a flexible coupling, but I 
was counting on the syncromesh in the 
transmission to let me shift gears 
without a clutch. It worked out real 
fine, but we never use first gear. Ifs 
such a high gear ratio, it just spins the 


wheels or tends to lift the front end of 
the car.” 
Controlling the speed proved another 
problem. 
“ That was solved by rigging the 
accelerator pedal to sequenced micro 
switches, which are used t6 operate 
surplus, 400-amp. 28-volt relays,” he 
said. “ That gives the car three elec­ 
trical speeds in each gear. The pickup 
is fantastic. And when you let up on the 
accelerator pedal, it becomes almost 
freewheeling.” 
The batteries are charged by 
plugging a charger into a connector in 
the grill. 
“ An overnight charge is sufficient to 
restore even a completely dead bat­ 
tery,” Bassett said.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )— Woody 
Hayes is coming close to calling his top- 
ranked Ohio State football team his 
greatest ever. 
“ This team can do some things the 
others couldn’t,” he said after the Big 
Ten coleaders hammered visiting In­ 
diana 49-9 Saturday. 
Then is this squad better than his 
unbeaten powers of 1954 and 1968? 
“ Now, I ’ll tell you that in five games. 
But up to now, this is the most versatile 
I ’ve ever had,” Hayes added. 
The Ohio State coach is delaying his 
assessment for five weeks. That’s the 
regular season finale with third-ranked 
Michigan, almost certain to be for the 
conference championship again. The 
Buckeyes and Wolverines share the Big 
Ten lead with 3-0-0 records. 
Once more the 6-0-0 Buckeyes showed 
off their varied attack, crushing the 1-5- 
0 Hoosiers with 333 yards rushing and 
another 235 through the air. Indiana 
mannaged 266 total yards. 
“ We really learned a lot,” Indiana 
Coach Lee Corso said. 
“ They (Ohio State) play fair and 
honest. They’ve got class. This is a 
national championship caliber team. I 
haven’t seen anyone better,” he added. 
“ We’re young and they’re terrific,” 
Corso said. 
Hayes admitted an early bid by 
Archie Griffin to become the Big Ten’s 
champion career rusher for all games 
was “ loused” up by big plays by 
teammates. 
“ (Cornelius) Greene loused one play 
up,” Hayes said. “ He’s only supposed 
to get a first down. So he runs 30 yards 
to the Indiana six.

he calls a pass and throws a (53-yard) 
touchdown to (Dave) Hazel.”

Jury being selected 
for Kent State trial 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP)— Jury 
selection for the trial of eight former 
Ohio National Guard members accused 
of civil rights violations in the campus 
gunfire that killed four and wounded 
nine students four years ago begins 
today in U.S. District Court. 
Court 
officials 
sum m oned 
125 
prospective jurors to 
appear 
this 
morning and said more would be called 
if the venire is exhausted before a jury 
is seated. 
Chief Judge Frank J. B attisti, 
presiding over the Kent State trial, 
clamped the lid on pretrial speculation 
by ordering attorneys and principals 
not to discuss the case with reporters 
The trial could last several weeks. 
Both government and defense have 
lists of 150 potential witnesses for each 
side. Attorneys indicated they did not 
expect to call all of them. One attorney 
estimated the total number of wit­ 
nesses called to the stand 
would 
number about IOO. 
After nearly three m onths in­ 
vestigating the Kent State tragedy, a 
federal grand jury indicted the eight 
former guardsmen last March 29. 


The indictment charged they violated 
the civil rights of the 13 students killed 
or wounded in a 13-second gunfire burst 
May 4, 1970, during a confrontation 
with demonstrators protesting U.S. 
military involvement in Cambodia. 
The indictment named Lawrence A. 
Shafer, 28, and James D. McGee, 27, 
both of Ravenna, Ohio; William E 
Perkins, 28, Canton, Ohio; Jam es E 
Pierce, 29, Amelia Island, Fla.; Ralph 
W. Zoller, 27, Mantua, Ohio; Barry W 
Morris, 29, Kent, Ohio; Mathew J 
McManus, 28, West Salem, Ohio, and 
Leon H. Smith, 27, Beach City. Ohio 
These men were charged with 
willfully assaulting and intimidating 
demonstrators by firing weapons in 
their direction and violating their con­ 
stitutional rights. 
Convictions could bring a $1,000 fine 
and prison terms up to life. 
The Ohio National Guard went into 
Kent State May 2, 1970, on order of 
former Gov. James A. Rhodes. The 
student antiwar demonstration had re­ 
sulted in the burning of the Army 
Reserve Training Corps building on the 
state school’s campus.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A discon­ 
solate P resident Nixon discussing 
options for “stonewalling” Watergate 
investigations was heard by the Water­ 
gate cover-up jury on tape today as 
John Dean was on the stand for the 
fourth day. 
“ It’s a long road, isn’t it, for all of us, 
for all of us,” Nixon said at one point. 
“I mean, what the hell are you going to 
do?” 
The discussion occurred on March 21, 
1973 — on the afternoon of the day when 
Dean, the White House counsel, had 
laid out for the President the names of

vulnerable to indictment.

presidential panel to gather evidence 
or sending White House people to the 
grand jury under a grant of immunity 
so they could not be charged. 
Two of the defendants in the trial,

discussion. 
E hrlichm an 
pressed the President to have Dean put 
on a report that Nixon then could send 
to the Senate investigation then under 
way. 
Discussing that idea, Nixon says: “ I 
ask for a written report... which is very 
general, understand?” 
“Understand,” the President repeats 
and laughs, adding: “I don’t want to 
get all that Goddamned specific. I’m 
thinking now in far more general terms 


“If you make it quite general in 
terms of ... your investigation indicates 
that this man did not do it ... this man 
did do that.” 
Ehrlichman suggests that if that idea 
is adopted, “to give some weight to 
that, could you attach as an appendix a 
list of the FBI reports to which you had 
access ... so that the President at some 
later time is in a position to say ‘I 
relied.’” 


Ehrlichman said then that if there 
were further disclosures, Nixon would 
be in a stronger position to say that he 
justifiably relied on Dean’s report. 
A few days later, Dean went to the 
presidential retreat at Camp David, 
Md., but failed to write a report.

Instead, he later hired an attorney 
and began telling the Watergate story 
to federal prosecutors. 
Nixon then appointed Ehrlichman to 
write the report.

Ford takes Truman-like stance 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Ford has been told by close associates 
that he sounds like a Harry S. Truman 
on the campaign trail. And if Ford 
hasn’t given Democrats much hell yet, 
he’s trying. 


Facing heavy odds in attempting to 
resist an erosion of Republican 
strength in Congress, Ford is using 
m ore strid en t, m ore Trum an-like 
rhetoric as the campaign progresses. 


Apparently by design, Ford became 
increasingly partisan last week as he 
jetted into seven states on behalf of 
Republican candidates. The change in 
approach produced a presidential 
decision Saturday to abandon prepared 


texts and, as he put it, “talk heart-to- 
heart, straight-to-straight.” 


Ford seemingly wanted 
to say, 
“straight from the shoulder,” but 
couldn’t remember the cliche soon 
enough — one of the perils of im­ 
promptu speechmaking. 


But without a text, Ford tends to 
toughen up his language as he makes 
his big pitch: Elect Republicans or a 
Democratic veto-proof Congress of big- 
spending budget-busters will produce a 
legislative dictatorship. 


Here’s a typical sample from a 
Saturday-night speech in Louisville, 
Ky. 
“Let me put it just as bluntly as I can.

Glenn blasts Perk ’lies'

John Glenn has accused his Republican 
opponent, Cleveland M ayor Ralph 
Perk, of telling the “most scurrilous, 
malicious kind of lies” in a desperate 
attempt to bolster his campaign.

Glenn said Sunday the man named in 
the warrants, Louis Quintero, got no 
money from the Glenn campaign and 
contributed no money to it. He said his 
staff advised people who thought they 
were bilked out of money to report it to 
the police. 


Perk claimed that Glenn learned of 
Quintero’s activities in September, but 
didn’t tell authorities. 


Stephen J. Kovacik, Glenn’s cam ­ 
paign manager, said Quintero volun­ 
teered 
his 
services 
in 
April, 
representing him self as a public 
relations consultant. 


He said Quintero opened offices in 
Spanish 
speaking 
sections 
of 
Youngstown, Cleveland and Toledo, but 
his activities apparently ceased in the 
middle of August. 
Kovacik said Quintero was told in a 
telegram from Glenn’s staff Sept. 25 
that he was “to have nothing more to do 
with the Glenn campaign.” 
Quintero reportedly is wanted in 


connection with the writing of bad 
checks totaling as much as $65,000, 
allegedly for repayment of loans he 
obtained in the name of the Democratic 
nominee. 


In other political developments, the 
Columbus Dispatch reported Sunday 
the latest results of its voting machine 
poll show incumbent Democratic Gov. 
John Gilligan and 
his 
Republican 
challenger Jam es Rhodes locked in a 
dead heat going into the final two weeks 
of the campaign. 


Meanwhile, Rhodes said in campaign 
stops Sunday that thousands of Ohio 
school children must walk to school this 
winter rather than ride buses because 
of the ad m in istratio n ’s “ adam ant 
refusal 
to adequately fund 
Ohio’s 
schools.” 


Rhodes also said a large number of 
school districts are operating on split 
session and at least seven districts are 
preparing to close for the same reason. 


If you get a veto-proof Congress, boy, 
tighten your seatbelts. You are going 
right through the roof of the United 
States Capitol as far as the federal 
treasury is concerned ... The keys to 
the treasury will be thrown away and 
the money will pour out unbelievably.” 


The results of Ford’s campaigning to 
date have been mixed, although he told 
reporters Saturday, “I’ve really been 
encouraged ... I loved those crowds.” 
The President’s 
audiences, 
even 
when sizeable, often have seemed more 
curious 
than 
enthusiastic. 
And 
sometimes they’ve been small. For ex­ 
ample: 


—No more than 4,000 turned out 
Saturday in a Louisville hall that seats 
18,000, despite a telephone blitz and 
local radio advertising. 
—Airport rallies at Lincoln, Neb., 
and Greensboro, N.C., drew barely 
2,000 each and a fund-raising box 
luncheon at Greenville, S.C., attracted 
but 300, who sat surrounded by tiers of 
empty seats. 


To balance off such disappointments, 
Ford can point to much bigger, noisier 
receptions in Sioux Falls, S.D., In­ 
dianapolis and Anderson, S.C. 


Voter apathy in W atergate’s wake 
may be the reason why Ford has yet to 
attract crowds as large 
and 
en­ 
thusiastic as those that customarily 
welcomed other presidents in recent 
decades. 


Ford never professes to believe his 
efforts could do more than help cut 
Republican losses in the November 
balloting. But he has told reporters his 
personal involvement in the campaign 
is important, even if it presents risks 
for his presidential prestige. 


“If I don’t do anything and we lose,” 
he asserted, “Republicans in the House 
would say, ‘he didn’t even try.’ 


“At ieast I tried, and if the results are 
better than the polls say ...” 
He did not finish the sentence.

Daylight Time ends Sunday 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Ten straight 
months of Daylight Saving Time will 
end Sunday when the nation goes on 
standard time for the four winter 
months. 
The nation will set back its clocks one 
hour at 2 a m. Sunday, the result of 
congressional action that ended the 
nation’s experiment with year-round 
daylight time. 
Under the new legislation, the nation 
will stay on standard time until 2 a.m. 
Sunday, Feb. 23, 1975. 
The year-round daylight time ex­ 
periment was designed to save fuel 
during the country’s energy shortage. 
The Senate 
Commerce Committee 
reported the experiment resulted in 
about 100.000 barrels of oil per day 


being saved during the first four 
months of 1974. 


However, that committee said such 
savings “must be balanced against a 
majority of the public’s distaste for the 
observance of Daylight Saving Time” 
"luring the winter. 
The Department of Transportation 
agreed that some fuel was saved during 
the winter months but said longer 
daylight hours may have increased 
gasoline consumption in March and 
April by up to one per cent. 
The change will not affect eastern 
Indiana, Hawaii, Puerto Rico, 
the 
Virgin Islands and American Samoa, 
all of which remained on standard time 
during the experiment. 


Special prosecutor's office 
quietly winding up affairs 


WASHINGTON (AP) - With at­ 
tention focused on the Watergate cover­ 
up trial, the special prosecutor’s office 
is quietly winding up its business and 
preparing to close its doors next spring. 
Additional charges probably will be 
brought, particularly for violations of 
campaign contribution laws, and there 
will be a final report, but the cover-up 
trial clearly represents the climax of 
the work of the unique office created to 
deal with the Watergate scandal. 
Special prosecutor Leon Jaworski 
has submitted his resignation, effective 
Friday. In his letter to Atty. Gen 
William B Saxbe. Jaworski said he felt 
the major work of his office had been 
completed. 
In addition, sources within his office 
have indicated that most of the in­ 
vestigations under way are close to 
completion. 
There had been some discussion 
within the prosecutor’s office months 
ago about winding up everything but 
the campaign contribution law investi­ 
gations. 
The award of ambassadorships in 
return for large contributions, the 
possibility ihat Nixon fund raisers had 
used tactics that would be regarded as 
extortion, and still other corporate 
contributions were considered areas 
that might require another year of 
investigation. 
But for reasons still not clear, the 


probes are being wound up much more 
quickly. 
Since Archibald Cox built the staff in 
May 1973. the special prosecutors have 
brought charges against 44 individuals 
and 15 corporations. 
The individuals include former Atty. 
Gen. John N. Mitchell and former 
White House aides H R. Haldeman and 
John D Ehrlichman, men who wielded 
unequalled and unquestioned power 
during the first Nixon administration. 
All three are defendants in the cover-up 
case. 
Ehrlichman already has been con­ 
victed of violating the civil rights of 
Daniel E llsb erg ’s psychiatrist, a 
charge stemming from his supervision 
of the so-called White House plumbers 
unit. 
Jaworski is leaving the prosecutor’s 
office with his reputation enhanced. 
Whether it remains unblemished will 
depend in part on the outcome of the 
cover-up trial and the final report his 
office is obligated to submit to the 
American people 
Jaworski already has said he could 
not include all his office learned about 
Nixon's W atergate role now that 
President Ford has barred bringing 
charges against the former President. 
But he left one possibility open: he 
invited Congress to expand his m an­ 
date. to require that the final report 
include the full sttorv of Watergate

U.S. m ay provide grain 
to India under program 


W A SH IN G T O N (A P ) — W hile cut­ 
ting back grain sales to Russia, the 
United States soon m ay provide grain 
to India under a new Food for Peace 
agreement. 
Andrew J. M air, coordinator of Food 
for Peace in the State Department, said 
he is certain a grain agreement with 
India is coming up, but doesn’t know 
how much the U.S. w ill supply. The 
agreement may be worked out during 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger’s 
visit to India later this month. 
Calling the subject “ a very sensitive 
thing with fhem,” a top Agriculture 
Department official 
added: 
“ W e’re 
reluctant to say that they have asked 
for aid because they are reluctant to 
say so.” 
India could buy grain and other 
commodities and have as long as 40 
years to pay, with no payments for the 
first IO years, under a Food for Peace 
agreement. 


The Soviet Union tried to buy 3.2 
million tons of U.S. grain recently, but 
the shipment was halted by President 
Ford Oct. 5 because of sm aller U.S. 
harvests 
blamed on spring 
floods, 
summer droughts and autumn freezes. 


But Treasury Secretary W illiam E . 
Simon announced Saturday that the 
Soviets w ill be allowed to acquire one 
million tons of corn and 1.2 million tons 
of wheat. They agreed to make no 
further purchases in the U.S. market 
this crop year, which ends next sum­ 
mer. 


The Soviet Union has been a major 
foreign supplier of wheat to India the 
past year, providing more than 1.8 


million metric tons of wheat, according 
to USD A figures. 
India s wheat production is down, 
with the crop last spring estimated at 
22.5 million tons compared with 24 9 
million in 1973. 
At the same time, the U.S. wheat 
reserve m ay be only 218 million bushels 
by next summer, the lowest since 1948. 
India has not received Food for 
Peace aid since before its w ar with 
Pakistan almost three years ago. It got 
1.5 million metric tons of wheat worth 
$98.7 million under the last agreement 
which expired June 30, 1971. 
India 
imported about 3.6 million 
metric tons of wheat during the 1973-74 
fiscal year including 1.5 million from 
the United States.

NEW YORK (AP) — The Public 
Broadcasting Service tonight is airing 
“Drink, Drank, Drunk,’’ a one-hour 
look at the lush life. Ifs must-see 
viewing for anyone concerned about 
the major disease called alcoholism. 


Produced by WQED in Pittsburgh 
and hosted by Carol Burnett, its main 
emphasis is on helping families and 
employers of problem drinkers spot the 
symptoms of alcoholics and suggesting 
how to best cope with alcoholics. 


But the heavy boozer might also do 
well to watch it, if only for a very funny, 
yet razorsharp sketch about an 
alcoholic and his nondrinking, nagging 
wife. It was written by the husband- 
and-wife team of Joe Bologna and 
Renee Taylor. 
They’re contestants in a game show, 
“You Waste Your Life,’’ in which the 
ceaselessly cheery m.c. (Ron Carey) 
notes the game is played for high 
stakes: “You can lose your wife, your 
family, your house, your self-respect 
and your drapes.’’ 
Contestant Bologna, beary-eyed and 
in a bathrobe, tells about himself this 
way: “Well, when I started drinking, I 
was a Supreme Court Justice. Then I 


landed a fascinating job cleaning rugs, 
and now I’m semi-retired and living off 
my mother’s savings.’’ 
Points in the game are scored by the 
back-and-forth psychological tactics 
common in situations of this kind: Lies 
by the drunk, nagging by the wife, 
remorse, hate, forgiveness, rage and so 
on. 
At one point she threatens to leave if 
he touches the gargle again, adding, 
“I’m taking all the furniture and your 
Mantovani records and I’m turning the 
children against you....’’ 
Ifs highly effective, as is a serious, 
albeit occasionally propagandizing 
minidrama in which Larry Blyden 
plays the frustrated, uncomprehending 
husband of a drunk, she portrayed by 
Ellen Madison. 


Over-all, the program, its production 
and promotion financeid by a grant 
from the 3M Company, is an hour well 
spent. 
You might ask why Carol Burnett 
agreed to host the show. She answers 
the question in unflinching terms in the 
opening segment: “My parents died 
when they were 46 years old because 
they were drunks.’’

Fiddling while the world burns 


One gets a most fantastic perspective 
on America from almost any capital in 
Western Europe. Depending, as one 
must for news, on the Paris Herald- 
Tribune, which is the international 
extension of the New York Times and 
the Washington Post, the picture that 
one receives from across the Atlantic is 
of a nation that is bewitched by wat­ 
ching a band of hungry press dogs 
ringed around the White House, waiting 
for bones. 
If a bone comes out with some liberal 
meat or even gristle attached to it, all is 
well for the moment. But if there is any 
deviation in expectations, the dogs yap 
together on signal that the skies are 
falling. 
It would not matter much if it were 
not for the fact that the editorial page of 
the Paris Herald-Tribune is almost IOO 
Der cent dominated by what does or 
does not happen in the White House Ov­ 
al Room in relation to a handful of 
columnists and reporters who enter­ 
tain a most marked similarity of 
philosophy. Really, one is forced to ask, 
is the only dissenting voice in American 
that of Bill Buckley, who is offered to 
Europe as the sole oppositional offset to 
a score of newsmen and commentators 
who think Bill is slightly odd while all 


other conservatives are just plumb 
crazy? 
The Ford pardon of Nixon dominated 
the commentary during the three 
weeks I was abroad. This was certainly 
a bone without liberal meat. True 
enough, there was a logical ambiguity 
to a pardon that covered unspecified 
sins that may or may not have been 
committed. But really, will the world 
come to an end if the Nixon haters are 
to be denied a show trial? 
The man is out of the Whie House, he 
has confessed to taking part in a cover­ 
up that had the effect of delaying 
justice (no great sin in my opinion, for 
Watergate was little more than a series 
of panty-raids), and his good work in 
the cause of peace (or at least so we 
must hope) is being continued by his 
appointee as Secretary of State, Henry 
Kissinger, Surely the man deserves 
some compassion with an always 
dangerous clot to concern him.

talks get derailed and the Arabs 
reinstitute the oil boycott. But even if 
peace is maintained, the money 
troubles that beset both Europe and 
America threaten to spin off into a 
hyper-inflation that will have men 
shooting each other in the streets. 
I was dumbfounded to hear English­ 
men, at the Mont Pelerin economic 
conference in Brussels, predicting that 
private armies may very well be 
created by military veterans to carry 
on essential social services if Britain is 
beset this coming winter with a rash of 
strikes. Since the British unions would 
consider the interference of any private 
groups to be strike-breaking, the act of 
trying to carry on an essential service 
would be the signal for civil war. Such 
conflict hasn’t been seen in England 
since the 17th Century. In Ulster, yes, 
but in England, no. 
The predictions of trouble don’t come 
from professional hotheads. Alan 
Walters, the Cassel Professor of 
Economics at London University, a 
most sober man, says the chances of 
hyper inflation in Britain are now 
about 50-50. He sees ineffectual 
“ Canute-like posturing” by the most 
prestigious British economists, not to 
mention the British Treasury itself. We 
all know what happened to the middle 
classes in pre-Hitler Germany, he says, 
and while he still hopes it won’t happen 
in England, he concludes that the time 
has come to think about the un­ 
thinkable. 
Walters is no isolated Cassandra. 
Even the promise of North Sea oil 
shrinks in one’s estimation when one 
hears something about the cost of 
bringing the new wells in. If the Arab 
oil cartel now has the power to keep the 
West in the vise of high prices, what 
would stop it from underselling what 
the North Sea will bring to Europe? 
There’s trouble ahead for the West as 
far down the line as one can see. And 
who, among us, is reconciled to giving 
up a single thing?

CLEVELAND, Ohio (A P )- One of 
the most hotly contested races in Ohio 
this year is in the southern and western 
third of Cuyahoga County, the 23rd Dis­ 
trict where voters will elect a new 
congressman for the first time in 20 
years.

Dumford backs action 
for mentally retarded

Democratic candidate for the Ohio

“I am wholeheartedly in support of 
the action the Ohio legislature took 
recently when it appropriated $2.1 
million to reimburse local mental 
retardation boards for transporting the 
trainable mentally retarded. This $2.1 
million appropriation is the first time 
the legislature has made such a subsidy 
available to local boards,” he said. 


Diynford further noted that this 
appropriation was the result of an 11- 
year fight carried out by mental 
retardation boards and 
their sup­ 
porters. The m oney will becom e 
available on Jan. 1,1975 and is for a six- 
month period. 


‘‘NOW THAT the legislature has 
established a precedent recognizing its 


responsibility to help local mental 
retardation boards with transportation 
costs, the subsidy should become a 
permanent part of state operations. I 
will support efforts designed to obtain a 
line-item appropriation in the next 
budget 
if 
I 
am 
elected 
state 
representative,” Dumford said. 
The form er three-term F ayette 
County commissioner said some local 
mental retardation boards spend as 
much as 40 per cent of their budgets on 
transportation. If the state assumed the 
cost of transportation, 
more local 
program funds could become available 
for other important uses, he noted. 
Dumford said that there are more 
than 23,000 mentally retarded persons 
served by local mental retardation 
boards and that the state has much to 
gain by increasing its assistance to 
mental retardation. 
‘‘Any program which will help the 
mentally retarded to become self- 
sustaining and useful members of 
today’s society will have my support in 
the legislature,” Dumford concluded.

When is recession 
not recession?

NEW YORK 
(AP> - Debt 
re­ 
payments on installment loans are 
taking most of the discretionary in­ 
come of some consumers. Layoffs are 
mounting. Factories are slowing the 
production lines. 
What 
do 
these 
ch aracteristics 
suggest? 
Well, 
certainly 
not 
a 
recession, if you use the standards of 
the administration. President Ford 
says there’s no recession. So does his 
commerce secretary. Frederick Dent. 
Earlier in the year Dent referred to 
the economic decline as an “energy- 
crisis spasm .” Last week, after the 
third straight quarterly decline in the 
Gross National Product, he explained 
“ the spasm continues.” 
What really is occuring. Dent ex­ 
plained. is "sideways waffling.” a term 
that will be variously interpreted as an 
effort to hide the truth, a lack of aw are­ 
ness. or a frightening attempt at 
euphony that recalls the reassuring 
statem ents of the early Hoover ad­ 
ministration. 
M ysteriously, the definition 
of 
“recession” disappeared with the onset 
of what 
once 
used 
to be 
called 
recession. The most popular definition 
was two consecutive quarters of 
declining Gross National Product. 
To date, the GNP has fallen for three 
straight quarters — 7 per cent in the 
first three months of 1974, 1.6 per cent 
in the second three, and 2.9 per cent in 
‘the third quarter. 
Moreover, a further decline/ most 
likely larger than that in the third 
quarter, is likely to occur in the final 


three months of the year. And a large 
num ber of responsible econom ists 
foresee a continued decline early in 
1975. 
Contributing to the decline is a 
slowing of factory operations. A 
Federal Reserve Board report reveals 
that plants operated at only 79.2 per 
cent of capacity in the July-September 
period, the low-est in two years. 
Lionel Edie. the economic consulting 
arm of Merrill Lynch, the broker, 
predicts the gap between potential 
GNP and actual GNP will be the widest 
since the 1930s by the middle of next 
year. 
At the same time, joblessness is 
moving sharply higher. It reached 5.8 
per cent of the labor force in Sep 
tember, and is almost certain to exceed 
6 per cent in the fourth, or current, 
quarter 
With an economy acting so badly and 
often so surprisingly, long-distance 
forecasts are dangerous to make. Many 
responsible economists are, however, 
suggesting that a rate well above 6 per 
cent might prevail early in 1975. 
The strains of this deterioration are 
present in every middle and lower class 
family in America, especially since 
they are combined with a consumer 
price inflation that leaped to 11.5 per 
cent in the third quarter. 
Many families now are buried by 
their own mismanagement, having to 
use their income merely to pay old 
bills. Installment debt repayment in 
the second quarter hit 16 per cent of 
disposable income, highest ever.

Businessm en see no deep slum p

NEW YORK (AP) - Despite in­ 
flation, rising unemployment and the 
high cost of money, the nation should 
get through the coming months without 
a severe economic slump, say busi­ 
nessmen surveyed by The Associated 
Press. 
The business leaders — nearly a IOO 
retailers, manufacturers and bankers 
from around the country — were 
queried during the month before 
President Ford’s economic address to 
Congress. 
Inflation rem ains the co u n try ’s 
biggest 
economic 
problem , 
the 
businessmen say, but unemployment is 
a growing cancer and is expected by 
the businessmen to become the next 
major problem 
President Ford won general praise 
for what many called his cautious, 
prudent approach to economics, though 
many said they’d reserve judgment to 
see results. In general, they said Ford’s 
economic summit meetings helped 
focus public attention on inflation, a 
critical need many businessmen said. 
“Half of economics is science,” says 


Maurice Ferre, Miami mayor and 
president of Maule, Inc., a construction 
company. “The other half is human 
nature, which outweighs the so-called 
economic truths. 
“If people believe there will be a 
recession, there will be.” 
As might be expected, most of those 
businessmen interviewed say more 
business and less government is the 
long run answer to inflation. 
“Rather than relief from government 
I think our real need today is relief of 
governm ent,” 
says 
Ken 
Smith, 
executive with Jantzen, Inc., a Por­ 
tland, Ore., clothing manufacturer. 
“The government is the biggest 
consumer and 
the consumer still 
controls inflation,” says Robert Duck­ 
worth of the First National Bank of 
Arizona. 
A balanced budget is the first step 
toward easing inflation because it will 
reduce government demand for funds, 
thus freeing money for business ex­ 
pansion, said 
most 
businessm en 
questioned. Increased productivity and 
expansion, will cut inflation, they said. 
“There are only two reasons for 
inflation: too much money or too few 


goods,” says William Dillard Sr., an 
Arkansas retailer. “We need more 
producers.” 
But, says Gabe Rutherford, president 
of an Arkansas steel fabricating firm: 
“ The talk about cutting federal 
spending really means cutting con­ 
struction. That would mean a bigger 
slowdown.” 


D espite growing evidence of a 
recession — consum er hesitancy, 
concern over inventories, rising 
unemployment — the businessmen still 
say inflation is the nation’s chief eco­ 
nomic headache. 


“I don’t think inflation is going to 
change its upward trend or stop 


anytime soon, because I don’t think 
prices are going to stop rising,” says 
Lewis Kohn, chairman ot Maryland’s 
Rochshild Kohn Department Store. 


But, says Kenneth Ross, economist 
with the First National 
Bank of 
Arizona: “Ford may be in a little better 
position than President Nixon. There 


are some blips on the radar screen that 
may mean we are starting to come out 
of the problem.” 
Some are more skeptical, however. 
“I think it’s unrealistic to think we can 
stop inflation without too severe of a 
recession,” says Bill Bright, a West 
Virginia greeting card manufacturer.

FREMONT, Ohio (AP)—A former 
aide to ex-President Richard Nixbn 
criticized the news media Sunday for 
what he said was biased coverage of 
the White House. 
Bruce Herschensohn singled out the 
television networks and said the daily 
coverage of former administration 
officials going to and from court for the 
Watergate proceedings was a form of 
“20th Century lynching.” 
Speaking at the closing session of a 
symposium conducted here by the 
Center for the Study of the Presidency, 
Hershcensohn said Nixon was in a no- 
win situation with the news media. 


“If we gave out news, we were 
regarded as paranoid,” Herschensohn 
said. “If not, we were criticized for not 
informing.” 
Also participating in a discussion of 
the media and the presidency, Dr. J. 
Leiper Freem an, political science 
professor at Vanderbilt University, 
said those who criticize the media the 
most need to analyze and stuuy it more. 
The center, a nonprofit New York- 
based group devoted to “the study of 
the world’s most powerful lay office,” 
held its three-day symposium at the 
historic Spiegel Grove Estate of former 
President Rutherford B. Hayes. 


The symposium was sponsored by 
Heidelberg College in nearby Tiffin, 
Bowling Green State University and 
the Hayes Foundation. 
Predominant theme arising out of the 
meetings was an apparent need to 
strengthen the two-party system. 
Jerald terHorst, who served briefly 
as President Ford’s press secretary, 
told the 135 academicians Saturday 
night that recent third-party move­ 
ments are indications of a weakening of 
the two-party system. 
“ Independents are sufficient to 
constitute a major third party,” he 
said. 


TerHorst, who resigned because of 
the pardon of Nixon, said Ford is in a 
position to restore faith in the system. 
He said the President has the respect 
and admiration of many Democrats, 
but also could strengthen his own party 
by influencing conservative Democrats 
and 
independents 
tow ard 
the 
Republican cause.

Brown said he has scheduled a 
debate with opponent George C. Smith 
Wednesday at the Cuyahoga County 
Bar Association and will stress his past 
political record in consumerism, anti­ 
trust, charitable foundations and en­ 
vironment as key issues during the 
debate. 
Brown, who spoke with a noticeable 
touch of the flu to approxim ately 15 
persons at the morning brunch, said his

County grand ju ry ” in reference to

“ We’re not like the other side; w e’ll 
take care of our own,” Brown said. 
Brown spent m ost of the hour in a 
question and answ er session with local 
D em ocratic club president Richard 
Kimmet, Laurence (Bucky) Dumford, 
candidate for 77th district House of 
R epresentatives, and Washington C.H. 
City M anager Dan Wolford. 
The

drafted 
by 
Brown’s office in June, 1973, and in­ 
troduced to the January session of the 
legislation. 
The bill, which Brown claim s could 
“reduce the drug problem 25 per cent 
within the first six m onths,” has beeen 
held up in the Senate Rules Committee, 
awaiting a Nov. 12 meeting. 
The Ohio House of R epresentatives 
passed the bill 89-3 and according to 
Brown, “when you get the House of 
R e p re se n ta tiv e s to vote 89-3, i t ’s 
day lig h t

com plishm ent.” 
The proposed statute has been a 
m ajor issue by Brown in his recent 
travels throughout the state. “ The bill 
is not d ead ,” he said. “ It’s a good, 
sound, com prehensive and very unique

leg islatio n 
from 
education through rehabilitation.” 
The bill includes “sure, m andatory 


penalties with no probation, no parole 
and no shock probation,” according to 
Brown. 
In a broad outline of the total drug 
m arket, Brown said the penalty for 
heroin was seven years; lesser opiates, 
four years; am phetam ines and bar­ 
biturates, two years; and m arijuana, 
six months, with concentration on the 
pushers, or those who deal in the 
trafficking of drugs.

Dick Bassett says he took a basket of 
surplus military electrical parts and a 
junk auto body and turned them into a 
little electric car that hums along at 40 
miles an hour for up to 50 miles. 
“My wife and daughters drive it 
continuously,” he said. “It’s an awful 
lot cheaper than a gasoline-driven car. 
“The idea of an electric car isn’t 
anything new, but putting one together 
and driving it around town sure is,” 
said Bassett, 48, an engineer at Sandia 
Laboratories. 
Bassett said the car costs a little over 
half-a-penny per mile to operate, based 
on the current price of electricity. He 
said he has about $1,000 invested in the 
car. Nearly threefourths of the cost is 
in the IO lead-acid storage batteries, 
five each in what had been the car’s 
engine and trunk spaces. 
“Ifs a weird feeling, sitting at a 
stoplight in the car. When the ac­ 
celerator isn’t depressed, there’s no 
sound. No power is consumed. You

always wonder if you’re really going to 
move when you hit the pedal,” Bassett 
said. “My wife has a problem with it 
while shopping. People in parking lots 
constantly walk in front of the car, 
because they can’t hear it coming. 
“We also have trouble getting service 
at drive-in bank windows, because 
tellers depend on an intercom to alert 
them that a customer is coming. We 
usually wind up blowing the horn.” 
The idea of the car, he said, had been 
in the back of his mind a long time. 
“I really decided to do something 
about it when the energy crisis came. 
The car body had to be light and boxy, 
so I bought a 1963, four door foreign 
compact sedan. I began by stripping 
everything out of the car—motor, 


radiator heater, hoses, the works. 
“It weighed about 1,595 pounds to 
begin with. I stripped about 300 pounds 
off of it,” Bassett said. 
He acquired a surplus aircraft 
generator from a California firm — a 28 
volt, 300-amp generator that weighed 
about 80 pounds and delivers about 36 
mechanical horsepower. 
Bassett discarded the car’s clutch 
assembly and bolted the generator 
directly to a fourspeed transmission he 
rebuilt. 
“I rigged a flexible coupling, but I 
was counting on the syncromesh in the 
transmission to let me shift gears 
without a clutch. It worked out real 
fine, but we never use first gear. Ifs 
such a high gear ratio, it just spins the 


wheels or tends to lift the front end of 
the car.” 
Controlling the speed proved another 
problem. 
“That was solved by rigging the 
accelerator pedal to sequenced micro 
switches, which are used t6 operate 
surplus, 400-amp, 28-volt relays,” he 
said. “That gives the car three elec­ 
trical speeds in each gear. The pickup 
is fantastic. And when you let up on the 
accelerator pedal, it becomes almost 
freewheeling.” 
The batteries are charged by 
plugging a charger into a connector in 
the grill. 
“An overnight charge is sufficient to 
restore even a completely dead bat­ 
tery,” Bassett said.

Jury being selected 
for Kent State trial 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (A P )- Jury 
selection for the trial of eight former 
Ohio National Guard members accused 
of civil rights violations in the campus 
gunfire that killed four and wounded 
nine students four years ago begins 
today in U.S. District Court. 
Court 
officials 
sum m oned 
125 
prospective jurors to appear 
this 
morning and said more would be called 
if the venire is exhausted before a jury 
is seated. 
Chief Judge F rank J. B attisti, 
presiding over the Kent State trial, 
clamped the lid on pretrial speculation 
by ordering attorneys and principals 
not to discuss the case with reporters. 
The trial could last several weeks. 
Both government and defense have 
lists of 150 potential witnesses for each 
side. Attorneys indicated they did not 
expect to call all of them. One attorney 
estimated the total number of wit­ 
nesses called to the stand would 
number about IOO. 
After nearly three m onths in­ 
vestigating the Kent State tragedy, a 
federal grand jury indicted the eight 
former guardsmen last March 29. 


The indictment charged they violated 
the civil rights of the 13 students killed 
or wounded in a 13-second gunfire burst 
May 4, 1970, during a confrontation 
with demonstrators protesting U.S. 
military involvement in Cambodia. 
The indictment named Lawrence A. 
Shafer, 28, and Jam es D. McGee, 27, 
both of Ravenna, Ohio; William E. 
Perkins, 28, Canton, Ohio; Jam es E. 
Pierce, 29, Amelia Island, Fla.; Ralph 
W. Zoller, 27, Mantua, Ohio; Barry W. 
Morris, 29, Kent, Ohio; Mathew J. 
McManus, 28, West Salem, Ohio, and 
Leon H. Smith, 27, Beach Q ty, Ohio. 
These men were charged with 
willfully assaulting and intimidating 
demonstrators by firing weapons in 
their direction and violating their con­ 
stitutional rights. 
Convictions could bring a $1,000 fine 
and prison terms up to life. 
The Ohio National Guard went into 
Kent State May 2, 1970, on order of 
former Gov. James A. Rhodes. The 
student antiwar demonstration had re­ 
sulted in the burning of the Army 
Reserve Training Corps building on the 
state school’s campus.
